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STONY FORK 


Stony Fork School located in the sastern part of Watauga 
county, near the Wilkes county line was a small two room, frame 
structure heated aM coal stones and was not equipped with electri- 
city until 1950. t had outdoor toilets. Water was piped from a 
spring nearby to the school yard. 


The community had long progressed beyond the small school. The 
school building did not compare with the beautiful church and modern 
equipped homes. The school building was built in 1920 and had 
served its purpose, being used only until something better could be 
acquired. This school had been served for a number of years by an 
Appalachian High School bus, 


Because of its location near the highway there was no diffie 
culty in securing teachers with A grade certificates, The work in 
this school was very progressive in spite of its handieaps. But 
in September, 1952, this little school also moved to become a part 
of the Parkway School, 


DEEP GAP 


Deep Gap, the larger of the seysn schceols, had outgrown its 
buliding. Many changes had taken place in the past six years in 
order to have room enough to accommodate the children. 


Deep Gap 1s located 10 miles E,st of Boone on highway #421. 
he frame building consisted of seven classrooms, kitchen, two 

- gmall supply rooms, office, auditorlum, which had to be converted 
into a cafeteria and classroom. The building was supplied with 
running water in the kitchen, four outside fountains and two in- 
side lavatories. The building was heated with coal atoves. . 
was necessary to have outdoor toilets. 


| Through the ald of an active P. T. A., this school progressed 
and increased in enrollment and number of teachers. The parents 
were proud of its many activities, and especially of its Rhythm 
Band and Baton Club as well as academic activities. 


The school was built in 1925 and had grown to be an eight 
teacher school with a good cafeteria when moved to the Parkway in 
September, 1952, But the friendly spirit, good attitude and fine 
cooperation of the parents moved with their school from Deep Gap 
to the Parkway School. 


RUTHERWOOD 


2utherwood School, located 5 miles east of Boone, on highway 
#421, was a three room frame building. It was constructed in 1925 
consisting of two classrooms and a cafeteria, It had outdoor toi-~ 
lets, It was heated with coal stoves, and water was pumped from a 
wall in the school yard. For the past three years only grades one 


through six were taught in this school. 


The school site was small and the children were in due need 
of a larger play ground as well as a better building and more equip- 
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ment. Teachers with grade A certificates were easily obtained for 
this school becauss of its location. This school saiso had a very 
active >. T. A. and a small but very good lunch program. 


BANBOO 


Bamboo School was built in 1925, a frame building consisting 
of two classrooms, a cloakroom and an auditorium, The auditorium 
later was converted into classrooms and later into a cafeteria, 
But the cafeteria was not in operation the last year of school in 
that building. 


Through the years this school grew to be a four teacher school 
but the last year of school in this building the seventh grade was 


transported to Boone, For a number of years they had only had threes 


teachers and the last year only two teachers, 


The school and community was noted for its athletic interest 
and good ball teams as well as its fine school spirit. The commun~ 
ity had progressed cnd grown beyond the school building and equip- 
ment .

The Parkway School with all these fine qualities from each 
achool woven into one big community, with growth, development and

The present-day, typical school for mountain children is 
vastiy different from that of our forefathers who may have had to 
walk several miles to a one-room school where a single teacher 
taught all of the upuils enrolled, regardless of their age or grads. 
At the consolidated Parkway Elementary School buses, bringing 
children from their homes which may be as many aa fiftesn miles 
away, begin entering the school grounds around 8:00 o'clock each 
echool morning, Tercchers on duty at the loading area---g large, 
graveled space near the gids entrance, grsest the children who go 
to thelr respective rooms and upt away their belongings; then they 
wsually play either in ths halls or outside until the bail rings, 


a ee 


At 8:45 the bell rings, and a new day in the classroom be- 
gins. The children appear to te fresh and energetic in the early 
mording, and they delve into their work with a great deal of inter- 
est and enthusiasm, The third graders start their classwork with 
the arithmetic assignment. Some of the pupils work at the black- 
board, while the others quietly work et their seats, 


The fifthgrade, learning sbout "North Carolina, yeaterday 
and today," Firat study the textbook, Later they work on the pro- 
jects which they have started in connection with the topic. These 
include individual booklets; a bulletin board on pioneer life; and 
@ display teble, portraying the life of ths early settlers. Sime 
fjlar unit methods of teaching are used in the other classrooms, 
The varied activities are designed to meet the needs of all of the 
pupils, Thia fact explains the reason for the excellent displays 
in each of the rooms, including studies on Brazil, Alaska, Mexico, 
a3 well as trains, airplanes, and Indians... The projects always 
canter arcund something the pupils are studying. 


These activities are a remarkable contrast with those of 
gmall, rural schools, in which each teacher taught several grades. 
One teacher remarked, "This is the first year that IBve ever taught 
less than three grades in one room. I hardly knew what it was 
like to have a room full of children nearly the same age and not 
have to teath over the little ones! heads in order to teach the 
more advanced students in the back of the room.” One can also see 
that in such a situation there was not enough time in a school day 
te permit a very long class on any subject with all the lessons in 
three grades to cover, On the other hand, one teacher, working 
with a group studying the same subjects, is able to devote more 
time tc related ac. vities, consequently meking a practical use of 
that has been learned. 


fhe firat grade section in the basement is a little world 
all of its own. (All of the other puplis are on first floor). 
Theo two first grade rooms not only have all of the equipment which 
the other rooms have but also a small restroom, a lavatory, and 
a drinking fountain in @ach room. The rooms are highly decorated 
ae with the posters, pictures, and colorings of the children’s own 
a: work, Surely there could not be an indolent child among them! 
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Sach room also has an outside door, leading out to the playground, 

this thought ful provision by the architects makes it possible for 

the teacher to vake her small children outside for play whenever 

they tecoma restless, without disturbing other classés, 
Aopsarance of Classroom 


teach classroom is painted a soothing, pinefrost green, Al- 

most two-thirds of one side of each room is composed of windows, 
which open dlagenelly so as to prevent a draft and yet to have a 
well-ventilated room, The largo windows aiso insure an adequate 
amount oF natural light. Even on cloudy days the classroom work 
is not inhibited; for the incandescent, daylight reflectors pro- 
vide efficient artifical lighting and, at the same time, prevent 
glares or reflections on the blackboards or furniture. . 


The furniture im each classroom is. adapted to fit the needs 
nf the pupils of that particular room, There are gmall tables with 
ehairs for the first three grades, while the other grades havea arm- 
chatts of varying sizes. Ail of the furniture, including the tea~ 
chers’ desks, is made of oak with a natural finish. The "bleck- 


basrds" are gresn instead of the traditional black; the introduc- 
tion of this new t-.2 of board aids in the prevention of eyestrain, 


Furthermore, in each classroom there are two bulletin boards, 
& amall one for the deily schedule and a large one for the exhi-« 
bits of the pupils' activitias; two suphly closets, one for the 
teacher and the other one for the other one for the pupils’ class- 
room supplies; two tables, one for bcoks end magazines for class- 
room uso and the othor one for the display of students' projects; 
and a large, Pull-length: mirror, which encouragss cleanliness, 
In addition to these asecessories, gach room has an encloged section 
for coats and bocts with a leatherette curtain which can be draywn, 
hiding those things from the general view of the classroom, The 
floors throughout the building ave a rubber~-base tiling, which is 
easy to keep cleaned, wamed, and polished, A central furnace 
provides ample heat for every part of the building, 


Staggered Recesses 


When e¥chitects and county officials were planning the Park- 
way School, they felt that the facilities would be adequate to 
meat the needs for many years hence; however, the school has prac- 
tically reached its capacity already, Actually one could say that 
$4 is. almost crowded, Because of this fact, play periods, recesses 
ari lunch hours must be staggered in order that there will not be 
too much confusion in the halls, Therefore at 10:15 the first

Puplis' Opinions 


The children at Perkway like their school very mich. A group 
of asscond-graders said they liked "the indide:- restrooms,” "the 
pretty walis,” and "the nice closet for their coats" when they were 
asked what they liked most about their school. Evidently thess 
things were mlasing in their former schools. The majority of the 
seventh graders like either the @afeterla, the library, or the new 
desis best ebout their school. “All of our desks last year were 
old and cut on, much too rough to write on, " declafed one little 
Sandy-naired boy. A shy, little girl in the fourth-grade room 
said, “I like the warm building best: last year I often got cold 
with only a stove to heat my room,” 


The Library 
The library is a pleasing, cosy room with enough tables and 


ghairs to accommodate approximately fifty pupils. There is no cen- 
tral librarian, for it is the opinion of the state supervisors 


that each teacher should direct his own students in their library 
work: however, one of the teachers has a special duty which re- 
quires her to keap the books repaired and the reports in order, 


Bach class has two library perieds per week, thus giving each child 


“acesss to available library materials. Ons part of the Library which 


the pupils enjoy a great déal is the periodical section, where there 
are a number of current magezines suitable for each grade level. 


fhe origin of the library is interesting. Each small school - 

which was included in the consolidation brought its meacer supply 
of livrary books to the general collection of the new school. 
Many were torn, dirty, or inappropriate for elementary school use; 
and none of them was classified, The ilbrary schence classes of 
Appalachian State Teachers College, however, under the direction ° 
of Miss Eunice Query, set the library in order by two days! sorting, 
cleaning, and processing the books. The library now has a total of 

81S books; and this mumber will be raised considerably when the 
new books, ordered sometine ago, arrive. 


Other Activities 


Football has been introduced in the school by the Appalachian 
High School coach. The seventh and eighth grade boys havs been 
sustructed in the fundamental rules of the game, The coach brought 
the helments and let the boys kick the ball which delighted thom 
vary much, It is hoped that football will become part of the weekly 
sehedule of the school, Plans are now underway to set up outside 
besketball courts for ooth the boys and the giris. 


A school annual, recording the outstanding events and activi- 
ties of the school, will soon be off to the press, The advertising 
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lis already complete, 


Audio-visual education is a part of the school curriculum, 
Plans are now complete for the showing of a series of eight movies. 
In addition to the slide projector and the movie projector, the 
school owns a radiant screen with an aluminum surface, which enables 
teachers to show movies in their classrooms without dark shades. 


End cf the Day 


At the end of the school day, the children heip to put their 
rooms in order and to plan the next day's work. The afternoon bus 
schedules is the best the pupils have ever known. ‘Some of the chil- 
dren leave at 3:00 o'clock or immediately after the closing bell, 
while the remaining pupils have to wait until 6:55 when the high 
school buses, which also transport some of the elementary school 
children, arrive. However, this fifty-five minute period is used 
to advantage because the pupils can have a social hour, listen to 
the radio, discuss current events, or engage in any other activity | 
they like. There are no second bus runs: thus all pupils arrive 
at echool around 8:00 and leave before 4:00 in the afternoon, 

Many pupils in their previous schools had to come te school as 
early as 7:30 and could not leave until 4:45 because of the crowed 
bus schedule, 


Shortcomings 


One teacher of the school said, “Our rooms are large and airy, 
but there is no place to play.” Another commented, "This student 
body will never be able to assenble together.” Yes, it is true 
that because of a shortage of funds there is neither a gym nor an 
auditorium at Parkway School. In many consolidated schools of this 
type the the cafeteria, known as the cafetorium, fulfials the dual 
purpose of being the central eating. place as weil as the assembly 
hall. However, the Parkway cafeterla is not large snough to follow 
this pattern. "An auditorium would be a valuable asset,” stated | 
Mrs, Estes, the principal, “but a gym would be preferable because ( 
the mountain weather of North Carclina just doesn’t permit the | 


‘ghildren to play outside more than a fourth of the time," 


Comunity Participation 


Thers are an active Grange and P. T. A. which cooperate with | 
the school and sponsor many activities and improvements, Probably ji 
the most notable project thus far has been their assistance to the 
seventh and eighth grade boys, under the direction of the princi-~ 
pal, who seeded the school lawn. They also cleared two areas in 
the front of the building. 01d classroom desks, hauled from some 
of the old school buildings, were refinished and painted. Now 
there are two appropriate parks for the children's use and for the 
adornment of the school grounds. 


The school owns a plot of approximately ten acrss, men of 
which tg still not usable as a pleyground area, Plans are under- 
way, however, probably next year, to landscape the area, making 
a suitable elght-acre playground. Already the state has aided in 
the improvement of the school grounds by providing @ wide, well- 
grayeled road to the school from the main highway. Also various 
gravelea walks have been laid cut. 
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Adjacent to the Parkway School 1s the Roadside Park, an 
attractive park built by the Blue Ridge Parkway authorities, 


_with outdoor fireplaces and picnic tables. This park has been an 


additional attraction for the school, for many tourists visiting 
the park also take a tour of the school.’ In this manner Parkway 
School has become widely known, 


The pupils and faculty are constantly prepsring for various 
outside activities. Already the school has sntertained the P. T. 
A. several times, as well as the regular meeting of the county 


teachers, The highlight came, however, on October 10 when the Park- 


way faculty was host to the Watauga County Unit of the North Car- 
olina Education Association. Approximately one hundred and 
fifty people were served a delicious dinner in ths school cafeteria. 
Later, as the guests explored the schcol, tUnsy were quite im- 
pressed with what they saw. "This is a dream," they exclaimed: 

we just can't believe it,” | 


Mr, Richard Chase, the Author of Jack Tales and a compiler 
as well as a writer of folklore, has visited the school, He worked 
with the students two days, climaxing hia visit with a puppet 
show, All of the activities of the school ars publiahed bi- 
monthly in the county newspaper, 


On November 4th Miss Julia Wethsrington, the state educational 
supervisor from Raleigh, visited Parkway. After making a survey 
of the entire plant, she stated, "I'm highly pleased with every- 
thang I see." Miss Wetherington's opinion was most unusual, "It 
was the biggest complement anyone could have given us," declared 
Mrs. Eates, 


Talking with Mrs, Estes, the principal, one could not help 
gaining an inspiration from her vivacious personality, which is 
overflowing with evergy and enthusiasm for her work in the new 
school. She appears to be tireless in her work, going oarly and 
leaving late each day as she skillfully supervises so large an 
educational leboratory. Her greatest need---a public address sys- 
tem---is evident from her statement; "Each announcement that I 
make consumes a great deal of time and evergy, while I am making 
the round to sixteen individual classes." 


The Parkway Elementary Schooi shows that progressive educa- 
tion is not mere theory. Located 7.4 miles east of Boone, it is 
a concrete example of what can be done when small, isolated, ill- 
equipped rural schools join forces and become a consolidated school, 


- The modern, brick, picturesque Parkway School was made possible 


when the patrons of seven, one-to-elght-teacher, elementary schools 
apresd to support a central educational plant. These schools 

Mt. Paron, Stony Fork, Deep Gap, Bamboo, Rutherwood, Elk, and 
Lower Elk--practically eliminate all of th: cne-teacher schools in 
Watauga County. 


The whole physical plant was erected at a total cost of 
4235,000, It is a fireproof, one and a gaif-storied building with 
sixteen classrooms; a msic room; a central library with supply 
and work roows; a spacious cafeteria; a teachers! lcunge, which 
was attractively furnished by the teachers; and a principal's 


office, 
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The school opened its doors for the first time last September 
with an enroliment of 545, under the princlpalship of Mrs. Rey Estes. 
Already it is the largest school in the county and well on its way 
to becoming an accredited school~-that is, meeting the requirements 
as set up by the state department for a standard elementary school. 
The main deficiency in this respect ia an inadequate number of 
library books and supplementary readers per grade. Two of the seven- 
teen teachers hold their Master's degrees, while eleven other 
faculty merbers have credit teward their advanced degrees. The 
school is ever mindful of its gsoale-that of preparing each pupil for 
& happy and successful life.
